The results of our recent experi- 
ments do cot materially c J hs.ngo the 
former recommendations of this of- 
flee for the tre-atment of the Ban Jose 
«c*lo, but thoy broaden the field of 
flffectire rem&dtee, giving the orch&nl- 
tot tho option of choosing od« of &ot- 
eral. The petroleum otle (kerosene 
wkI crude petroleum), which have fur- 
UlBhod the almost exclusive remedy 
for the scale In this State, came 
through the experiment*! with more 
points in their favor than any other 
substance tested, although the. lime, 
salt and sulphur wash gave almost 
equally as good results. In coaling 
vita insecticides it Is not usually safe 
to base recommendations- upon one 
fear's experience, and for this reason 
ftlone we are not willing to give tho 
Mrne, 6alt and sulphur waeh the en- 
dorsement that tho results obtained 
from its use in th« tests would war- 
rant However, It deeea'veis to ho r* 
corded as wry promi&ing anfl given a 
pIo.ee In the recommendations, allowing 
tho orchard owners to choose between 
It and the oils. Result* of further 
tests, whieh are planned for nert win. 
ter, may pl&Oe this wash upon an equal 
with olla, or even show lt« superiority 
to them. 

It will be remembered that In \I1 
former recommendations lesued from 
this office (Bulletin 1, and Circulars 
4 and 5) two applications during the 
course of the winter have been, in- 
sisted upon. One application appears 
to be sufficient for trees that have 
reached full growth, but the results 
of our experiments show most conclu- 
sively the necessity for two in the 
treatment of young orchards. The 
scale Insects on vonr.,^ trees are more 
virulent, multiply much more rapidly 
and are afforded a better food supply 
than those on older trees, hence the 
number of surviving scales that would 
do no particular damage to old trees 
might seriously damage those not yet 
full grown. Moreover, it Is quite 
impossible to reach every portion of 
a tree with one application, particu- 
larly if much wind is stirring, and It 
Is usually advisable to make two, ever. 
In case of old trees. 

Concluding not only from the recent 
experiments but In part from practi- 
cal results obtained by tho growers, 
the recommendations for next win- 
ter's v/ort stand as follows:

! A Brief GHinpse at Dahlon. 
! e<?a and the People I Met. 
I .. 

Dahlonega, the county scat of 
Lumpkin, da., situated among 
the mountains, at an altitude of 
twenty-two hundred feet, has a 
wide notoriety, on account of the 
North Georgia Agricultural Col- 
lege being located here. The rich 
gold helds that surround the town 
have brought—and is still bring- 
ing — hundreds of capitalists from 
the north to invest here. There 
are at present half a dozen promi- 
nent men here from ©hie and 111. 
in the Hall's Villa hotel, who are 
here for the purpose of investing 
in mining properties and prospect- 
ing through this section. 

Dahlonega has a population of 
the twelve hundred and is located 
in the 9th Congressional! and 80 
second Senatorial District. The 
towii has a bank, doing a splendid 
business, two newspapers, seven 
lawyers, four physicians, and 
about .twenty houses of general 
merchandise. From the Hon. 
Ruf us H. Baker, Dahlonega's pop- 
ular mayor and a distinguished 
.•lawyer, I learned that the admin- 
istration of city affairs is con- 
ducted more economically than 
any town in Ga. , and the rate of 
taxation for city and county pur- 
poses is G8 cents on the $100. 
Thirty cents of this amount goes 
:fo-r the maintainance of the ex- 
cellent Graded school at Dahlon- 
ega, which is very ably conducted 
by Prof. Martin, a graduate of the 
Peabofiy Normal, at Ashville, 
Tenn. A part of the remaining 
88 cents is used for the lequida- 
tion of the bonded indebtedness, 
which leaves just.19 cents for the 
expenses of the town. 
K Hon. Rufe Baker, the big fine- 
looking Mayor of Dahlonega, was 
born in North Carolina, in 1854, 
July 21st. He has lived thirty 
years in Dahlonega, read law with 
Col. W. P. Price and was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1877. Col. Ba- 
ker is a shining light at the Geor- 
gia bar. He has been U. SI Com- 
missioner ten years, and a mayor 
one year. His friends declare he 
is making a splendid mayor. Pie 
is an enthusiast on the subject oi 
education and the future pros- 
perity of hisvcwn. 

Atlanta bragged .itself into pros- 
perity, with some lying thrown in. 
If anything in that town was fifty, 
(they always ssrore it was aa hun- 
■dred, ;and so on. Notwithstanding 
all this, Memphis knocked out 
both .Atlanta and Nashville in 
population in the last census. 

.Dahlonega furnishes very fine 
.-educational facilities. I am in- 
formed that the people of the 
i.town. are hard to please and very 
■critical, much to their credit. It 
speaks well for their cultivation. 
College towns usually have excel- 
lent society. There really should 
be but one aristocracy, that of in- 
tellect. 

\ I had the pleasure of meeting, 
in his office, Col. H. D. Ingcrsoll, 
one of the most influential and 
prominent citizens of Dahlonega, 
who came south in 1867, and lo>> 
cated in White county and engag- 
ed in srold mining; Sixteen years 
ago ho cast his fortunes with Dah- 
lonck'a and has given material aid 
to the development of the town 
and largely interested in gold min 
icg ia Lumpkin county. Ho was 
connected with the Hand Gold Min- 
ing Co. Col. Ingersoll was born 
near Glonccster, Mass., in 1841, 
and educated at Philips Academy, 
Andovcr, Mass. He was a gallant 
soldier in the Union army. Went 
out in Co. F, 47th Mass. Vol's, in 
1858, commanded by Col. Marsh. 



Went with Gen. Banks' expedition 
to New Orleans, where Col. Inger- 
soll was appointed Lst Lieut, of 
Engineers, where he had. command 
of the Company part of the time. 
He had chills and fever and had to 
come home. Afterward in the 
59th Mass. Vol's and wounded at 
Petersburg. The 59th Mass. was 
reduced from .nine hundred men 
to sixty-eight in less than three 
• months. The '.Grate* was the most 
terrific battle of them all when the 
&9th lost so heavily. Briefly, this 
is the war record of one of the lead- 
ing citizens of Bahionega. 

>In Col. Ingersoll's office I met i 
Mr. George E. Stride, a "promo- 
ter" of public enterprises, from 
Louisville, Ky. He is accompan- 
ied by Mr. Almy, from Ky. Gen- 
eral Corbin, Adj. General of U. 
S., married a sister of Mr. Stride, 
his first wife, whoso father was 
Abram Stride of Ohio. 

The surroundings of Dahlonega 
arc very romantic. The high 
altitude and bracing atmosphere 

ives no place for malaria.

He and then the town will hum. 
Everybody is looking forward to 
the time of its completion, which 
will in twelve more months. 

The Bank of Dahlonega has 
done a fine business from its or- 
ganization, July 4, 1900, which 
was started as a private bank, and 
last May converted into a state 
bank with « capital of $30,000, 
surplus and undivided profits $8,- 
000. The bank has a burglar 
proof safe and patent screw door. 
All the furnishings are handsome 
and up to date, so is the cashier, 
Mr. H. B. Crawfprd. The bank, 
owing to its able management, has 
made a success from &te earliest 
start. The stock is owned by 
John II. Carter, president of the 
Bank of Blue Ridge, O.* R. Dus 
preeof Blue Ridge and H.- B. 
Crawford the cashier. Mr. Craw- 
ford was in the mercantile busi- 
ness at Blue Ridge and a popular 
drummer from Atlanta for Moore 
& Marsh and John Silvey. 

In my various wanderings from 
up and down on the face of the 
earth, 1 ha ye reserved to myself 
the privilege of writing about the 
people I meet. 

Gen. A. «L Warner is one of the 
most conspicuous figures in all 
this country about whom central-) 
izes a good deal of interest. He 
really came south for his health, 
but is developing water power 
and is interested in the building of 
the electric road to Gainesville. 
Gen, Warner was born in Western, 
N. Y„ near Buffalo, m 4884, edu- 
cated at Beioit, Wis. and Cornell 
University. He spent a largo 
part of his life m Wis. and III. 
He commanded the 10th Pa! in the 
army of the Potomac, "Was 
wounded at Antietam and Gettys*-. 
burg. He served in congress 
three terms. Was elected in 1878, 
from the Marietta District, Ohio, 
and again elected in 1884 and serv- 
ed tell 1889. Mining and building 
railroads is his forte. 

Capt. W. M. Rex, superinten- 
dent of the Dahlonega Consolidas 
ted Gold Mining Co., has had 
yaried experiences, for a man so 
young. He has mined in Elaska 
and all over the west. He is but 
little over thirty. He came south 
nearly three years ago and has 
been superintendent one year. 
This company employed— about 
three years ago — about five hun- 
dred hands. I know but little of 
the out-put. 

\Mr, T. P. Jackson, a prominent 
member of the city council, and 
member. of the firm of J. F. Moore 
& Co., one of the largest and most 
successful business houses in Dah- 
lonega, was born in Lumpkin 



county in 1863, and educated at 
theN. G. A. College. Has been a 
member of the counefftwo years. 
I am sorry -.not to have seen Mr. 
Moore, who is largely interested 
in gold mining.

Reese & Price have a very hands 
some store, beautifully furnished 
inside.' 

Lumpkin noeds a new court 
house. The present one is very 
shabby. 

Post Master W. H. C. Tate,' 
office 4th-class, is an appointee of 
President McKinley. Was ordi- 
nary of Lumpkin county four 
years. Has made a good public 
servant. 

Hall's Villa hotel, managed by 
Hon. J. F. Castlehery, ex-member 
of the Georgia senate, .is a good 
hotel, .where you get good fare 
and polite attention. -Mr. Castles 
berry was born near Dahlonega, in 
1845. Elected to the senate 4396, 
and while there was on several 
important committees. He has 
been four years in the hotel busi- 
ness and is a popular landlord. 

The Dahlonega "Nugget" is tho 
official organ of the county. I am 
told that both papers, tho Nugget 
and the Signal are widely read in 
Ohio, on account of the mining in- 
terests. 

Mr. Townsend, editor and own- 
er of the Nugget, has brought his 
paper to a high standard of exs 
cellence. He took the paper six 
years ago, without a single sub- 
scriber, and by persistent dabor 
has built it up*to its present state. 
I wish the Nugget and Dahlonega 
all the prosperity and good luck 
that can come to mortals. 

One of the grandest men and 
most lorable, characters in all this 
county is Col. ;J?riee.

DAHLONEGA 

May be the First Town in the 
World Heated by 

Electricity. 

While the use of electricity for 
power and light has made vast 
strides in the last ten years, the 
use of electricity for heating pur- 
poses has not kept pacs with its 
use for power and light. While 
some electric cars and isolated 
houses have been heated by elec- 
tric appliances, no attempt has 
been made as yet to heat a whole 
town with electricity. But re- 
cently a town in Switzerland, with 
a population of from 5000 to 6000 
people, has taken steps to develop 
a wate?; powes some twelve miles 
away, for.the purpose of furnish- 
ing, the town with power -for. op- 
erating rail roads,, for. manufactur- 
ing purposes,. and. forlightiug and 
heating all the houses in the town. 
Thus within the- next two or three 
years this novel mode of furnish- 
ing heat to a whole town will be- 
come a reality. 

When the Crown Mountain Gold 
Mining and Milling Company has 
completed the development of its 
Gorge Power, it will have, with 
this and its Seabolfe Power, an ex- 
cess of power during the season of 
high water. The power used to 
generate electricity can then be 
easily transformed into light and 
heat. The loss of transforming 
electric energy into- heat is much 
less than in transforming it into 
light. After the development- of 
these powers there will be nothing 
in. the way of furnishing every 
house im-Dahlonega- with electric 
heat during the winter months, 
and- also sufficient heat for cook- 
ing purposes in the summer.- With 
the Electric Road through to Dah- 
lonega and this mode of heating 
the town, Dahlonega will become 
a most desirable place to live in, 
both summer and winter, and as 
healthy a'resosct as can be found 
in the South.

1., has handed down a decision 
that if a man sells his wife he 
must "deliver the goods," or he

Daven- 
port had Hamilton arrested and 
the entire community went to 
hear the case. 

Attorney Olinger, for the de- 
fendant argued that a man had a 
right to sell his wife any time he 
pleased without a pecller's license. 
The state contended that if a man 
sold his wife he must insure de- 
livery. Justice Summerville took 
the latter view and decided that 
Hamilton must send back his wife 
or money, pay the costs and leave 
town, or he would send him to 
jail.— St. Paul Globe.
